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Man fined after 
dog attack — and 
Skamp lost an ear

CHRISTOPHER 
SELBY of 

Michaelston Close, 
Barry, pleaded 
guilty to two 
charges under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act 
1991 at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court, 
on Thursday, 
October 9. 

An investigation was 
undertaken by Vale of 
Glamorgan Trading 
Standards and the Dog 
Warden service 

following receipt of a 
complaint from a 
member of the public. 

The court heard how 
two of Selby’s Plummer 
terrier dogs had attacked 
a Yorkshire terrier called 
Skamp. Skamp suffered 
significant injuries, 
which resulted in the 
amputation of his left ear 
and substantial bite 
wounds to his neck. The 
owner of Skamp feared 
for her own safety during 
the attack. 

The court fined Selby 
£235, and he was also 
ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge along with 
costs of £100 and 
compensation of £331.34 
to Skamp’s owner. 


The magistrates went 
on to consider their 
powers under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act and 
ordered a ‘contingent 
destruction order’ in 
relation to the two dogs 
subject to the charges. 
They ordered that both 
dogs must be muzzled 
and kept on a lead in a 
public place. 

The Leader of Vale 
Council, Coun Neil 
Moore said: 

“Unfortunately, it is 
becoming commonplace 
to hear in the news about 
dangerous dogs. We were 
lucky in this instance that 
no person was injured or 
hurt, however Skamp has 
been left seriously 
injured and his owner 
was left emotionally 
scarred by this incident.” 

Principal trading 
standards officer 

Christina Roberts-Kinsey 
added: “The order made 
by the magistrates court 
expresses the seriousness 
of the offence, and Selby 
was warned that ‘should 
the dogs in question be 
found to be in a public 
place whilst not on a lead 
and muzzle’, they would 
be destroyed.” 


Councillor hits 
at polling 
station ‘snub’ 


A PENARTH 
councillor says his 
proposals to make 
polling stations 
more available to 
the elderly and 
infirm in the town’s 
Plymouth ward, 
have been “rejected 
out of hand by 
officials”, following 
a review. 

Coun Anthony Ernest, 
a Conservative town 
councillor, former 
Penarth Mayor and past 
chairman of the Vale 
Council, said that the 
Vale Council had 
recently carried out the 
review of every polling 
station’s location in the 
Vale. 

It had concluded that 
“no changes” were 
necessary, other than 
one minor re-location in 
just one ward in a 
county of over 120,000 
residents. 

He said that for many 
years there has been 
considerable concern in 
Penarth’s Plymouth 
ward about the location 
of polling stations, two 
of which are based in 
church halls lying 
outside the boundaries 
of Plymouth ward, while 
the third is based in a 
community centre lying 
on the southernmost 
boundary. 

“The result of these 


poorly-sited polling 
stations is that many 
elderly and infirm 
residents in my ward, 
especially those in the 
centre, have to travel 
considerable distances to 
vote for the party of 
their choice, as well as 
their local councillors at 
election times. 

“This means, in 
effect, that many of my 
constituents are 
disenfranchised by 
virtue of mobility and 
age issues, and my 
logical proposals to the 
Vale’s Review Team 
were to place one or 
more additional polling 
stations in the centre of 
the ward. 

“Regrettably, the Vale 
have not come up with 
an answer to my 
concerns, and in all 
probability for others in 
the Vale who have made 
similar requests about 
access in their wards. 

“Fortunately, there is 
a second round of 
consultation, due to 
close on October 24, 
and I am speaking with 
other Government-led 
departments to see 
whether they can bring 
pressure on the Vale 
Council to be a bit more 
sympathetic to the needs 
of the elderly in 
Penarth.”

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St Cyres site in Dinas 
‘unsuitable for housing’ 
says local councillor 


by GEM REPORTER 


The former St 
Cyres School site in 
Dinas Powys is 
about to be 
marketed by the 
Vale Council - but 
local Plaid Cymru 
councillors have 
said they question 
the need for 10,000 
more houses in the 
Vale, and 350 at 
that particular 
location in the 
village. 

Local councillor 
Chris Franks said there 
were legitimate 

reservations in Dinas if 
plans were forthcoming. 

“There are huge 
concerns locally about 


this development which 
could include 350 
houses. The traffic 
implications are very 
significant. This site is 
in addition to the 70 
houses proposed at 
Caerleon Road. 

“Without significant 
traffic management 
issues being resolved 
many residents fear that 
the extra traffic will 
create even more 
problems. 

“We have not seen 
any indication of how 
it’s intended to 
overcome the bottle 
necks at the Murch 
Road-Cardiff Road 
junction and at the 


Merrier Harrier traffic 
lights.” 

Coun Franks said 
Plaid understood that it 
is intended to offer the 
land for development on 
the open market and 
builders would be 
required to draw up a 
master plan for the site 
covering around 30 
acres. 

He explained: 

“Within the site, there is 
to be an allocation for 
community facilities. It 
looks as though all 
traffic will travel along 
Murch Crescent from 
the site. 

“We still dispute the

T HIS week, 
we debated a 
motion 

which was agreed 
by all four party 
Leaders in the 
Assembly on the 
future of 
devolution for 
Wales. 

It was widely 
welcomed that we had 
secured such a 
statement of purpose 
and commitment to 
make sure that Wales 
can speak with a united 
voice. 

This is vital 
following the historic 
Scottish Referendum 
and the commitment to 
further devolution for 
Scotland. It is clear that 
our voice must be 
heard, particularly in 
relation to our financial 
position with reducing 


public finances. 

That is why we 
produced a full 
statement of the powers 
and levers we believe 
we need in Wales - to 
boost the economy and 
support our public 
services. 

We welcomed the 
Prime Minister’s 
commitment that ‘Wales 
will be at the heart of 
the debate on the future 
of the United Kingdom’ 
and called for talks to 
begin immediately 
between the Welsh 
Government and UK 
Government on our

This will happen in 
April 2015 and I have 
been negotiating this 
transfer to provide a 
secure base for our 
development and 
delivery of business 
rates policies that suit 
Welsh business needs. 

Fifty years ago, Jim 
Griffiths became the 
first Secretary of State 
for Wales and a Welsh 


Office was established 
in Cathays Park. I was 
reminded of this by 
Rhodri Morgan, our 
former First Minister, 
and by Cowbridge 
author Gareth Thomas, 
in his book The Welsh 
Dawn, which we 
discussed at the Penarth 
Book Festival last week 
and is well worth a read 
for those who are 
interested in the history 
of Welsh devolution. 

Last week, our First 
Minister, Carwyn Jones 
spoke at the Institute of 
Government in London 
and said: “... There is 
growing support for 
Wales to take greater 
control of its own 
affairs. In a nutshell, we 
don’t want to undermine 
the ties of solidarity and 
citizenship that link us 
to the rest of the UK, 
but we want to be able 
to respond to the needs 
of Wales in line with our 
political values. 

“I have to insist that 
we want and need to be 
able to do this within an 
overall financial 
settlement that is 
demonstrably fair to us 
and fair to the rest of 
the UK.” 

Words, which I think 
capture the current 
mood of the Welsh 
nation.

Students awarded 
Nuffield bursaries 


ST CYRES students Safwan 
Iqbal, Ewan Salter and 
Martin Sharratt were among 
the 68 A-Level students 
awarded a Nuffield bursary 
this year out of 270 
applicants. 

The students carried out original 
research over their summer holiday 
and then wrote up their findings 
before presenting them to an audience 
at Techniquest. 

The audience included the Nobel 
Prize winner, Professor Sir Martin 
Evans, who pioneered research into 
stem cells. He even brought along his 
Nobel medal to the event. 

Safwan was based at the Wales 
Heart Research Institute and carried 
out research into how neutrophil 
volume affects the number of 


microbes that are able to 
phagocytose. This will help in our 
understanding of how the immune 
system fights pathogens. 

Ewan carried out a range of 
techniques at the nephrology 
department of the Heath Hospital. He 
researched micro RNA and their 
potential as a biomarker for chronic 
kidney disease. 

Martin was based at Cardiff 
University School of Biosciences and 
researched the distribution of dog 
parasites in the parks of south Wales, 
contributing to a national survey of 
the incidence of parasites. 

The students were able to explain 
their findings to Sir Martin - a 
phenomenal achievement. Students 
in year-12 can apply for next year’s 
Nuffield bursaries early in 2015. SB

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Consortium s bid to 
improve local schools 


THE Minister for 
Education, Huw Lewis has 
launched the Welsh 
Government’s vision for 
education in Wales for the 
next six years - with an 
emphasis on self¬ 
improving school systems 
at its core. 

With 408 schools across the 
Central South region, covering 
Bridgend, Cardiff, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Rhondda Cynon Taf and 
the Vale of Glamorgan, already 
committed to the Central South 
Wales Challenge, his vision isn’t 
far off. 

Launched in January, the 
Central South Wales Challenge 
has created school improvement 


groups (SIGs), made up of 
around 11 primary schools or 
seven secondary schools, which 
allow schools to identify 
strengths, and share and develop 
them across all the schools 
involved. 

In addition to the creation of 
SIGs, the challenge has 
established a series of pathfinder 
relationships, consisting of a 
support school and a pathfinder 
school, which research has 
shown sees significant 
improvements in both schools. 

Coun Christopher Elmore, 
Central South Consortium joint 
committee chair and the Vale 
Council’s cabinet member for 
education, said: “The Central 
South Wales Challenge is 
designed to build capacity across 


schools, so they can learn from 
each other and lead a self¬ 
improving school system. We are 
delighted by the uptake and 
engagement of schools in school 
improvement groups and 
pathfinders. 

“Our aspiration is for all 
education authorities in the 
region to be among the top 
performing in Wales in absolute 
terms. 

“Children in this region 
deserve no less and I am 
confident in the work that we are 
doing with schools, with the 
Consortium and with Welsh 
Government, that we can build 
upon our success this year and 
go on to raise expectations and 
deliver ever higher improvement 
across the region.”

Hospital ‘spot checks’ 
show good practice 


UNANNOUNCED 
spot checks to test 
standards of care in 
district general 
hospitals across 
Wales have found 
“no systemic issues 
of concern”, a 
report has said. 

The independent 
team carrying out the 
checks on wards found 
numerous examples of 
good and notable 
practice which far 
outweighed a few, 
isolated examples where 
shortcomings in patient 
care were identified. 

The spot checks will 
now be extended to look 
at the standard of care 
elderly patients receive 
on mental health wards 
in hospital settings. 

Health and Social 
Services Minister Mark 
Drakeford ordered the 
spot checks to be carried 
out, as part of the Welsh 
Government’s response 
to an independent review 
of care at the Princess of 
Wales and Neath Port 


Talbot hospitals, by 
Professor June Andrews 
and Mark Butler. 

The spot checks of 
adult inpatient wards at 
district general hospitals 
in Wales were carried 
out by an independent 
team of senior 
individuals, overseen by 
leading Scottish 
academic Prof Andrews, 
former NHS England 
strategic health authority 
chief executive Sir Ian 
Carruthers and Professor 
Phil Routledge, chair of 
the All Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group. 

They took place 
between June 15 and 
July 30 and focused on 
four areas raised in the 
Trusted to Care report: 
medicines management; 
hydration; the use of 
night-time sedation and 
continence care. 

They were undertaken 
at all 20 district general 
hospitals in 70 adult 
inpatient wards, between 
6am and midnight, on 
weekdays and at 
weekends.

Street lights 
set to go out 
across the Vale 


MORE than two- 
thirds of the Vale’s 
street lights are to 
be switched off 
from midnight to 
6am in a bid to 
save £1 million 
over the next three 
years. 

This policy will not, 
at present, apply to LED 
street lights - which are 
much more energy- 
efficient. 

However, the Vale 
Council’s figures say 
that less than a third of 
the Vale’s street lights 
are LED. The figure is 
expected to rise to 
“almost a third” by the 
end of the financial 
year. 

A council spokesman 
also pointed to savings 
in CO 2 emissions as a 
plus point to the plan. 

The proposal to 
introduce part-night 
lighting and reduce 
energy consumption 
was agreed by the 
council’s cabinet on 
Monday, October 20, 
and will see the hours 
that street lights are lit 
changed to between 
dusk and midnight, and 
again from 6am until 
dawn. 

In a statement, the 
council said that the 
total energy costs for 
the last financial year 
amounted to just over 
£900,000, including all 
street lights, road 
furniture, and traffic 
signals. 

The existing LED 
lighting programme, 
and the new part-night 
lighting, will reduce this 
by over a third, with 
estimated savings of 
£370,000 a year. 

It will also reduce the 
council’s CO 2 emissions 
by 1,338 tonnes, making 
a “vast contribution” to 
the Carbon Reduction 
Commitment Energy 
Efficiency Scheme 
introduced in 2014. 

Main road lighting 
will be subject to a risk 
assessment to determine 
whether they remain lit 
all night or are

converted to part night 
lighting. 

Lighting in areas of 
high night time activity, 
such as town centres 
and busy junctions and 
areas of CCTV 
operation, will remain 
unchanged. 

Coun Rob Curtis, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for the 
environment, said: “Not 
only will the use of 
LED technology and 
part-night lighting help 


to save a significant 
amount of money over 
the next few years, 
which is essential, it 
will also have huge 
environmental benefits 
for the area. 

“We would like to 
reassure those who may 
be worried about part- 
night lighting that we 
will be having detailed 
discussions with our 
emergency service 
partners to ensure all 
risk assessments are 
vigorous and 
comprehensive, to 
ensure that all areas 
remain safe.”

'71 is a brutal, uncompromising effort. 


F OR anyone 
who saw the 
brutal prison 
drama Starred Up 
earlier this year, 
lead actor Jack 
O’Connell was 
easily the stand-out 
performer, the 
former Skins actor 
showing a screen 
presence and 
ferocity that was 
palpable. 

He is soon to be seen 
under the direction of 
Angelina Jolie in 
Unbroken, but first 
O’Connell stars in ‘71. 
Set in the titular year in 
powder keg Belfast, 
O’Connell plays Hook, 
a British soldier sent in 
with his troop to 


support local police. 

When a riot takes 
place he is separated 
from the rest of his 
party, and must struggle 
his way through danger 
in order to survive and 
get out of there... 

The synopsis of ‘71 
could easily play out as 
a glorified Hollywood 
blockbuster, the ‘man- 
left-behind’ plot hardly 
the most original of 
stories. Yet under the 
auspice of director Yann 
Demange, and featuring 
another incendiary turn 
from Jack O’Connell, 
‘71 is a brutal, taut 
piece of film making, 
set against a backdrop 
of political and national 
turmoil, which grants it 
a little more depth.

start, he isn’t your usual 
soldier eager for battle; 
with his brother in a 
care home for boys, 
he’s one of life’s 
unlucky ones, driven to 
sign up less by patriotic 
fervour than by the 
chance to forge a career 
which will benefit him 
and his brother. 

Demange and writer 
Gregory Burke aren’t 
all that interested in 
sharp defined 
characterisation; this is 
less a study of a man’s 
duties against his 
personal welfare, or an 
attempt to address the 
Prote stant/C atholic 
divide; it’s more a 
snapshot of life in 
Belfast at that time, 
seen through the eyes 
not just of the British 
soldiers being sent 
there, but also the locals 
involved, willingly or 
not, with the conflict. 

There’s no attempt to 
provide answers or 
reasoning to the events, 
you are simply allowed 
to invest in the 
characters and their 
situation, and the loose 
sketching works to its 
advantage here, the 
narrative informing the 
characters as much as

the performances. 

Demange’s direction 
is thoughtful yet 
incredibly visceral; the 
scenes of riots and the 
ensuing action that 
takes place shot 
intimately, making it all 
the more powerful and 
jarring. Shooting with 
an economy, Demange’s 
style is subtle and yet 
brutal, the violence 
feeling like the 
everyday event that it 
was. 

One standout 
sequence, which sees 
Hook separated from 
his troop, is Paul

Greengrass-like in its 
immediacy, as Hook is 
chased by a group intent 
on killing him; using 
close-ups, cameras 
mounted on the actors 
and handheld footage, 
it’s a horrifically stylish 
set-piece from the 
director. 

There are classical 
elements at play, with 
the likes of Assault On 
Precinct 13 & 
touchstone for Demange 
in terms of visual tone 
as well as its 
soundtrack, which is 
sparse and tension¬ 
building, with the film 
having the hallmarks of 
a western, the black 
hats and white hats 
replaced by berets and 
dodgy 1970s haircuts. 

Working with his 
cast, he draws out 
strong performances 
across the board, with 
Jack O’Connell a 
tremendous lead. 

It’s a performance of 
physicality, much like 
his turn in Starred Up, 
but here there is less 
front and more soul- 
searching, as events 
unfold and Hook 
realises that the odds 
are against him sur’s 
performance that allows 
O’Connell to show 
vulnerability and it’s 
hugely watchable. 

The film rests 
squarely on his 
shoulders, but alongside 
are some wonderful 
turns. Sean Harris 
excels at quiet 
psychopaths, and he’s at 


home here as an 
undercover officer 
whose tactics are 
resolutely off the books, 
while Killian Scott as a 
key figurehead hoping 
to make a name for 
himself is 

uncompromising, and 
Barry Keoghan’s Sean 
provides a tease of 
redemption, torn 
between fitting in or 
doing the right thing. 

If there’s any 
criticism of ‘71 it’s only 
in the fact that the story 
doesn’t really take you 
anywhere unexpected; if 
you’re versed in these 
survival stories you can 
probably see the beats 
coming, while the 
villains of the piece are 
little too broad. These 
quibbles aside, ‘71 is a 
superbly tense effort. 

VERDICT - A 
further star-making turn 
from Jack O’Connell 
anchors an impressive 
piece of work in ‘71. 

Its ‘man left behind’ 
plot may not surprise; 
but Yann Demange’s 
superb direction 
delivers the tension and 
brutality that will draw 
you in. 

Not an easy watch, 
but well worth 
investigating further. 
Recommended.

the youngsters.” 

Jon said that whether in Barry or further afield 
rugby union becomes a way of life for those that 
join a club. 

“It gives a person discipline, the chance to meet 
people make friends and have a great social life.” 

Barry RFC has made huge strides in the quality 
of its facilities and is keen that local people should 
benefit. 

“We are a community club open to anyone - 
whether it’s for a MIND group, PACT group, or 
slimming organisation.

Taking up the theme, first team manager Stuart 
Lock, who is also fixture secretary, and has been 
associated with Barry RFC for 27 years, explained: 
“We are proud of the role we play in the community 
and the opportunities we provide. 

“The minis and juniors’ section doesn’t just teach 
rugby skills, it develops life skills such as 
teamwork, discipline and leadership.” 

Stuart said that if there are parents who have 
youngsters aged six and over who would like to get 
involved in rugby, the club would be delighted to 
welcome them on Sunday mornings at 9.30am 


where they would be guided and encouraged by 
qualified coaches. 

“It is pleasing to see those who started as 
youngsters at six years old develop one day into 
today’s senior players. 

“There are not that many clubs that can boast 
such a strong mini, junior and youth section, three 
senior men’s teams, a ladies’ team and a veterans’ 
team!” 

The coaching staff has recently been 
strengthened at senior level with Liam Scott, former 
Barry player Rhidian Scott, and head coach former 
Pontypridd, Sale, Gwent Dragons RFC and Wales’ 
centre Jon Bryant, taking the reins. The club plays in 
Division 3 Central A, but is focussed on climbing 
the league ladder. 

Stuart said that the ethos of training has changed 
and Jon is very determined to bring through players 
with the potential to play in the first team.

Griff was ‘a legend in 
modern day falconry’ 


‘A legend in modern day 
falconry’ - that’s how the 
family of Ceri John Griffiths, 
affectionately known as 
‘Griff’, will always remember 
him. 

Griff (71) died following a tragic 
accident while a tree was being felled 
at the Welsh Hawking Centre on the 
outskirts of Barry. 

His stepson Jamie, the centre 
manager, said that he and his younger 
brother, Griff junior, were determined 
to continue Griff senior’s lifetime 
work. 

Jamie told The GEM: “Griff 
founded the Welsh Hawking Centre 
when he took over the old Cardiff Zoo. 

“He took on all the animals at the 
time, too, but his passion was always 
birds of prey and he became a legend 
in falconry. Griff was 71 and had flown 
birds for 55 years! He started out as a 
teacher and in every facet of life he 
was an educator - whether it was 
teaching nursery age children or 


people drawing their pensions.” 

The Welsh Hawking Centre has its 
own education centre. 

Jamie said: “It proved a real hit with 
schools who came. There was a real 
thrill for people when Griff was 
imparting his knowledge to visitors - 
he enjoyed the reaction. 

“I and my brother Griff junior will 
continue Griff’s legacy and to strive 
for what he wanted.” 

Griff was a pioneer in breeding birds 
of prey using artificial insemination 
and helped to set up programmes 
abroad. 

He was also a tireless worker in the 
local community serving as president 
of the local Rotary Club. 

Jamie added: “We will always 
remember Griff for his massive 
contribution to wildlife and 
conservation work.” 

Griff’s funeral will take place at 
Cardiff and Glamorgan Memorial Park 
and Crematorium on Wednesday, 
October 29 at 2.15pm. Mourners are 
invited to Wenvoe Castle and Golf 
Club after the service.

ON Monday, October 20, 
130 year-8 students from 
Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School 
heard testimony from 
Holocaust survivor, Joan 
Salter, as part of a visit 
organised by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust (HET). 

The testimony was followed by 
a question and answer session, 
which enabled students to better 
understand the nature of the 
Holocaust and to explore its 
lessons in more depth.

“Joan’s story is one of 
tremendous courage during 
horrific circumstances and by 
hearing her testimony, students 
will have the opportunity to learn 
where prejudice and racism can 
ultimately lead. 

“At the trust, we impart the 
history of the Holocaust to young 
people, to ensure that we honour 
the memory of those whose lives 
were lost, and take forward the 
lessons taught by those who 
survived.”

About Homes4U and what we do... 


What Is the Homes4U scheme? 

Homes4u is the way that the Vale of Glamorgan Council 
advertises and allocates social housing available in the Vale. 
Homes4U is a‘common housing waiting list’ run in 
partnership with the four Housing Associations operating in 
the area. 

The aim of Homes4U is to provide affordable housing for 
rent to households and individuals in ‘housing need’. For 
example, people who are unable to access housing which is 
suitable and that they can afford on the open market, by 
renting privately or buying a home. Tenants already living in 
social housing can also be members of Homes4U if they need 
to transfer to another property. 

Homes4U is a choice-based lettings system, meaning that 
people are able to choose the property they apply to live in. 


Who is eSgjble for Homes4U? 

Membership of Homes4U is open to anyone, aged 16 or 
over, who is seeking rented accommodation in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Homes4U uses a system of priority bands; those in the 
greatest need of housing will be awarded a Gold priority, 
with this reducing to Silver and Bronze priority bands for 
those with less urgent housing need. 

Households with the highest level of priority are those who 
are homeless, have a medical priority, are overcrowded, 
under-occupying or living in a home where there are 
significant hazards to health. 

What about people ivi^ h iiial communities? 


What do you mean by choke based lettings? 

Choice -based lettings allow tenants and prospective tenants 
to bid for the properties they are interested in, rather than 
simply being allocated a property. 


The system gives applicants greater control 
over the lettings process by giving them a 
choice of accommodation and the 
opportunity to express a preference of 
where it is they want to live.This is good for 
communities, as applicants will only bid for 
homes in the areas they wish to live in, 
which is often where they have a 
connection to, e.g. where they currently 
live, work or have family. 


The Council recognises there are specific difficulties 
associated with accessing housing in the rural Vale, for 
example; the cost of private renting, being able to find a 
suitable adapted property or leaving tied accommodation. 

Housing issues in the rural Vale are often hidden, as people 
find their own solutions or may not be aware that they can

In response to this, Local Lettings 
Policies are applied to new rural 
housing developments.This means 
that people with a local connection 
to a rural town or village are 
prioritised, whichever band they are in.

What k a common housing regster? 

A common housing register is one waiting list for 
everyone waiting for accommodation in the Vale.The 
Council manages Homes4U on behalf of the Housing 
Associations, so social rented properties, whether they are 
owned by the Council or a Housing Association are 
advertised and allocated in the same way. 

Members of Homes4U can bid on homes available from the 
Council, Hafod, Newydd, United Welsh and Wales and West 
Housing Associations.There is only one form to fill in and no 
need to register with each organisation separately. 


The Council also has a Rural Housing Enabler who is able 
to provide housing advice to people in rural communities. 


How are properties advertised? 


All available properties are advertised every fortnight.The 
adverts open on a Thursday and closes the following 
Wednesday. 

Adverts are placed in local newspapers (Barry and District, 
Penarth Times and The Gem), in the Civic Office in Barry 
and on the Councils website.You can also sign up for the 
Councils e-news to receive the advert. 

Following the closure of the advert a shortlist of bidders will 
be drawn up and the applicant in the highest priority will be 
offered the property. If they do not want to accept the 
property it will be offered to the next highest bidder and so on. 


Hew does a Homes4U member express an 
interest in a property? 

Individuals who have applied to Homes4U will have a 
membership card and number.When the advert opens, 
Homes4U members bid for the homes they are 
interested in. Bidding can be done through various 
methods such as phone, fax, via the web-site and by text. 

How do I become a Homes4U member? 

You will need to register with Homes4U by filling in 
an application form, either a paper copy or online.A 
Homes4U Officer is also available to help you 
complete the form if you need some assistance.

WINTER IS APPROACHING... 

So now is the 
time to get your 
vehicle serviced 


W inter driving is all 
about proper 
preparation and 
ROSPA - the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of 
Accidents - emphasises 
that you and your car 
should be well prepared for 
journeys in the poor 
weather we are likely to get 
in the months ahead. 

A spokesman pointed out: 
“Driving in the winter is very 
different from at other times of the 
year. 

“Poor weather and longer 
periods of darkness, especially 
after the clocks go back at the end 
of October, makes driving more 
hazardous. 

“Sometimes conditions can be 
extreme - in recent years we have 
experienced extremes of 
flooding. 

“This means that we need to 


adapt the way we drive. Different 
weather conditions create 
different hazards throughout the 
winter and in different areas of the 
country at different times. 

“A single journey may take us 
into very different weather, road 
and traffic conditions, so we need 
to be prepared for each one.” 

He stressed that responsible 
motorists made sure they had a 
proper service before the start of 
winter and ensured the vehicle 
had sufficient anti-freeze. 

What are the main things you 
need to have checked before the 
onset of adverse weather 
conditions? 

You should ensure that: 

Lights are clean and working. 

The battery is fully charged. 

Windscreen, wiper blades and 
other windows are clean and the 
washer bottle filled with screen 
wash. 

The condition of tyres needs to 
be good, the tread depth and 


pressure need to meet legal 
requirements (and that includes 
the spare!). 

Brakes need to work well. 

Fluids should be kept topped 
up, especially windscreen wash 
(to the correct concentration to 
prevent it freezing), and also anti¬ 
freeze and oil. 

PREPARE YOUR JOURNEY 

The spokesman said that if a 
motorist was undertaking a long 
journey, being prepared was 
essential. 

“Listen to local or national 
weather broadcasts and travel 
bulletins - especially for the areas 
you will be driving through. 

“As conditions can change 
rapidly, check them regularly and 
be prepared to change your plans 
if conditions on your route 
worsen.”

The spokesman 

continued: “If conditions 
are very bad, and the 
emergency services are 
recommending that 
people don't travel, then 
avoid making your 
journey unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

“Can you postpone 
your trip? Can you travel 
by other means, or avoid 
the need for the journey 
completely by using the 
phone or email? 

“Of course, what's 
‘essential’ to one person 
may not be to another; 
we each have to make 
our own decisions 
according to our 
circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic 
about which journeys are 
essential and which ones 
could be postponed. 

If you decide you 
really must travel: 

• Let someone 
know where you are 
going and what time you 
hope to arrive, so that 
they can raise the alarm 
if you get into 
difficulties. 

• Make sure you 
plan alternative routes in 
case your main choice of 


route becomes 

impassable. 

• Keep your 
fuel tank near to full to 
ensure that you do not 
run out. 

• Make sure you 
have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can 
call for help or alert 
someone if you're 
delayed - it could be a 
long walk to a phone, if 
you don't have a mobile 
phone. 

• If you don’t 
have an emergency kit in 
your vehicle, at least take 
extra warm clothes, 
boots and a torch. 
Consider keeping a 
couple of long-life 
energy bars in the glove 
box. 

• Clear your 

windows and mirrors 
completely of snow and 
ice before you set off 
(make sure the heater is 
blowing warm air before 
setting off - it will keep 
your windscreen clear.) 

Prepare yourself 
The ROSPA 

spokesman said most 
people have little 
experience of driving in 
extreme conditions, such 
as snow, so the 
organisation advised 


people to take some time 
to consider how it affects 
their driving. 

He urged: “Don’t just 
drive as normal. When 
was the last time you had 
any driver assessment or 
training? This is an ideal 
time for some refresher 
training. If your 
employer provides driver 
training, take advantage 
of it. 

“Or you can contact 
the RoSPA Advanced 
‘Drivers and Riders 
Group’ in your area. To 
find out which is the 
nearest to you, go to 
www.roadar.org. 

“A lot of us will catch 
colds or other illnesses 
during the winter. 

“If you’re feeling so ill 
that your driving might 
be affected, don’t take 
the chance of driving.” 

DRIVING IN 
ICE OR SNOW 

If you find yourself 
driving in snow, or on icy 
or snow covered roads, 
ROSPA says you must 
adapt your driving to the 
conditions. 

The spokesman 

advised: “Reduce your 
speed. The chances of 
skidding are much 


greater and your stopping 
distance will increase 
massively. 

“Only travel at a speed 
at which you can stop 
within the distance you 
can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the 
maximum in ideal 
conditions; in difficult 
conditions, they can 
often be too fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration, or 
sharp steering. 

“Always reduce your 
speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on 
slippery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty 
of time before bends and 
corners. 

“Braking on an icy or 
snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. 
The centrifugal force will 
continue to pull you 
outwards and the wheels 
will not grip very well. 
This could cause your 
vehicle to spin. 

“To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels, get into a 
low gear earlier than 
normal, allow your speed 
to fall, and use your 
brakes gently. 

“Increase the gap 


between you and the 
vehicle in front. You may 
need up to TEN TIMES 
the normal distance for 
braking. 

“Keep your vehicle 
well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can 
quickly make you 
drowsy. 

“In snow, stop 
frequently to clean the 
windows, wheel arches, 
lights and number plates. 

“Visibility will 

probably be reduced, so 
use dipped headlights. 

“During wintry 

weather, road surfaces 
are often wet and/or 
covered in frost and ice 
or snow. But this does 
not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often 
have isolated patches of 
frost or ice after most of 
the road has thawed - 
this commonly occurs 
under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow 
is a motorist’s worst 
nightmare, so what 
should you do? 

The spokesman said: 
“If you get stuck in snow 
revving your engine to 
try to power out of the rut 
will just make the rut 
worse. 


“Instead, move your 
vehicle slowly 

backwards and forwards 
out of the rut using the 
highest gear you can. 

“If this doesn't work, 
you may have to ask a 


friendly passer-by for a 
push or get your shovel 
out. 

The spokesman 

continued: “If you get 
caught in a snow drift, 
don’t leave your vehicle. 


Call your breakdown 
service or the emergency 
services and let help 
come to you.”

“Use windscreen 
wipers, washers and 
dipped headlights; drive 
smoothly, and plan your 
moves in plenty of time. 

The spokesman 
added: “Aquaplaning is 
caused by driving too 
fast into surface water. 
When the tyre tread 
cannot channel away 
enough water, the tyres 
lose contact with the 
road and your car will 
float on a wedge of 
water. 

“Aquaplaning can be 
avoided by reducing 
speed in wet conditions. 

“Having the correct 
tyre pressure and tyre 
tread depth will 
maximise your tyres’ 
ability to maintain their 
road grip. 

“If it happens, ease 
off the accelerator and 
brakes until your speed 
drops sufficiently for the 
car tyres to make contact 
with the road again.” 

FLOODED 

ROADS 

How should you 
tackle roads where 
flooding has taken 


place? 

The top tips are: 

Avoid the deepest 
water - which is usually 
near the kerb. 

Don’t attempt to cross 
if the water seems too 
deep. 

If you are not sure of 
the water’s depth, look 
for an alternative route. 

If you decide to risk 
it, drive slowly in first 
gear but keep the engine 
speed high by slipping 
the clutch - this will 
stop you from stalling. 

Be aware of the ‘bow 
wave’ from approaching 
vehicles - operate an 
informal ‘give way’ with 
approaching vehicles. 

Remember to test 
your brakes when you 
are through the flood. 

FOG 

Avoid driving in fog, 
unless your journey is 
absolutely necessary. 

Fog is one of the most 
dangerous weather 
conditions.

So, any motorist would be well 
advised to take heed of their advice. 

Winter is the season requiring 
most care and preparation, if you’re 
to stay safe and avoid a breakdown. 

Here is the AA’s general advice for 
safe and trouble-free driving 
through the cold, dark months that 
lie ahead... 

Lights, heaters and wipers put 
high demands on the car battery. If 
your driving is mainly dark, rush- 
hour trips, the battery will give out 
eventually. 

Batteries rarely last longer than 
five years. Replacing one near the 
end of its life can save a lot of time 
and inconvenience at the side of the 
road. 

• Avoid running electrical systems 
any longer than necessary - turn 
the heater fan down and switch the 
heated rear window off once 
windows are clear. 

• If the car stands idle for most of 
the weekend, a regular overnight 
trickle charge is a good idea to give 
the battery a chance to revive. 

• Turn off non-essential electrical 
loads like lights, rear screen heater 
and wipers before trying to start the 
engine. 


A squealing noise as soon as the 
engine is started is a sign the water 
pump is frozen - it’s the fan belt 
slipping on the pulley. 

The cylinder block could be 
frozen,too. 

Stop the engine immediately and 
allow it to thaw out. This may take 
several days, unless the car can be 
moved to a heated garage. 

If the car begins to overheat a 
few miles from home, it’s likely that 
the radiator has frozen, preventing 
coolant from circulating. Stop 
straightaway, to avoid serious 
damage and allow the radiator to 
thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs only a few 
pounds, but a frozen and cracked 
engine block will cost hundreds of 
pounds to repair. 

• Most modern cars use long-life 
antifreeze - it’s important to use the 
right type and avoid mixing 
different types. Check the 
handbook or ask a dealer for 
advice. 

• Glycol-based antifreeze should 
be changed at least every two years. 

• You need a 50-50 mix of 
antifreeze and water in the cooling 
system for winter. This gives 
maximum protection down to -34° 
centigrade, and without it, severe 
engine damage costing hundreds of 
pounds can occur.

Air disaster — 

the day silence 
fell on Llandow 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was an old 
favourite of the 
forum, Mr Don 
Llewellyn, whose 
interesting talk was 
the air crash in 
1950. 

Forty years on from 
the incident in 1990, Don 
made a film for HTV 
about the incident, and he 
consequently has 

extensive knowledge 
about it. The story starts 
in Belfast, where the 
Welsh rugby team was 
contesting the Triple 
Crown, which Ireland 
had held for the previous 
two years. Sensationally, 
Wales won the game. 

A group of supporters 
were travelling home 
aboard an Avro Tudor V 
plane, and were coming 
in to land, when 
inexplicably, the plane 
went into a steep climb, 
stalled and crashed right 
on the edge of the Vale of 
Glamorgan village of 
Sigingstone. 

The incident was 
witnessed by a number of 
local people. The first on 
the scene of was farmer 
David Thomas, and he 
reported there was total 
silence. 

Of the 83 people on 
board, only three 


survived. It was the worst 
civil aviation disaster in 
history at the time, before 
the invention of the 
‘Black Box,’ and despite 
extensive investigation, 
the cause of the crash 
was never truly 
discovered. 

Don went on to talk 
about the survivors and 
their relatives, and the 
lives and coincidences of 
the people involved. 

There was the 
repetition of the number 
three - there were three 
survivors, it was the third 
Tudor to crash, Wales 
won the Triple Crown by 
three points, the date of 
the accident in the third 
month, the plane was 
scheduled to land at 3 
o’clock, the accident 
happened at 3.03pm. 

Don was instrumental 
in having the memorial 
placed in the village 
square, 40 years after the 
crash. 

On Thursday, October 
30, Dr Toby Jones will be 
speaking on ‘The 
Newport Boat,’ recently 
discovered in the Usk. 

The forum meets at

NINETEEN 
ramblers, including 
leaders Jan and 
John, arrived at 
Barry Sidings 
Country Park and 
the old railway 
sidings where coal 
was transported 
from the mines to 
the docklands in 
Barry. 

Setting off in dry 
weather and climbing 


through woodland, they 
enjoyed refreshments 
while gazing towards 
Treforest, Mynydd 
Eglwysilan and 
Pontypridd, before 
moving on to Graig, 
with its traditional Welsh 
rows of terraced housing 
built into the hillside. 

Then it was downhill 
into Ponty, renowned for 
the stone railway viaduct 


built by Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei for the 
Taff Vale Railway, the 
old 140-foot span bridge 
over the River Taf, 
which, when 
constructed, was the 
longest single spanning 
bridge in the world, 
before an old tramroad 
led them back to the 
park. 

Barrie and his group 


of five walkers headed 
up to the Brecon 
Beacons to climb the 
two highest peaks in 
south Wales while also 
locating the sites of two 
aircraft that crashed 
during the Second World 
War. 

Starting in sunshine 
that quickly developed 
into rain, blotting out 
surrounding views, as 
they climbed towards 
Corn Du. It was not hard 
to imagine how a 
Proctor NP 216 on a 
wireless telegraphy 
exercise on January 12, 
1945, crashed in dense 
cloud into the mountain 
at around 750- metres, 
killing the pilot. 

On a rather chilly Pen 
y Fan they gazed down 
into the valley high 
above the Neuadd 
Reservoir where, on 
November 3, 1941, a 
Spitfire X4913 on a 
training exercise flew 
straight into the rock 
face in low cloud killing 
the pilot. The wreckage 
was not located until 
nine months later. 


Making their way 
down past the Tommy 
Jones memorial in 
sunshine and across Pen 
Milan to Y Gym, 
another burst of heavy 
rain fell and, after 
seeking shelter in 
woodland, they joined 
the old drovers’ road and 
made their way back 
past Storey Arms to Pont 
ar Daf, just as the sun 
came out once again.

‘Mystical powers’ of 
people in Tiger Bay 


ON October 14, Neil 
Sinclair paid a 
return visit to the 
club with further 
tales of Tiger Bay. 

Neil was born and 
raised there and 
remembers John and 
Hayley Mills making the 
film about the bay in 
1958. Why called 
‘Tiger’? It is thought 
that Portugese sailors 
approaching Cardiff 
docks feared the rough 
waters of the Bristol 
Channel and termed it 
‘tiger water’. 

Some of the older 
people of the bay were 
believed to have semi- 
mystical powers, or so it 
seemed to Neil. Recently, 
when he was quite ill in 
hospital, a lady with 
whom he had had no 
contact for some years, 
stopped his mother in the 
street and told her that 
she had dreamt that he 
would recover. As far as 
his mother knew, nobody 
even knew that Neil was 
ill. 

Demographic changes 
to the population of the 
bay continue, and Neil is 
concerned that the newer 
residents have little 
knowledge its history. 

He takes children from 
local schools on walks 


around their home areas 
and is continually 
amazed and disappointed 
by their lack of 
appreciation of what it 
was like to live there 
when he was a boy. 

One little girl asked 
him: “Sir, who were 
seamen?” 

After he told them that 
before the barrage was 
built, that the sea went 
out, another question was 
“Sir, where did it go?” 

They had no 
conception of wives 
being paid the wages due 
to their husbands while 
away at sea in cash at a 
local pub or the like, and 
not from a cash-point. 

Neil has travelled to 
many foreign countries 
and makes the point that 
Tiger Bay was not the 
over-crowded slum that 
many politicians and 
planners were so keen to 
get rid of. 

When Trevor 

Huddleston, the social 
reformer, visited Tiger 
Bay in 1950, he 
commented that the 
slums of South Africa 
were far worse. 

With the rise of 
apartheid in Africa in the 
1940s and 50s, 
politicians deliberately 
destroyed supposedly 
slum villages as an 


opportunity to disperse 
undesirable people 
groups who were socially 
inconvenient, and Neil 
believes this was the 
same reason that north 
Butetown was sacrificed 
for the rise of south 
Butetown. 

Many of the original 
houses in Tiger Bay were 
large multi-storied town 
houses that over time 
became flats occupied by 
several families. This 
didn’t mean that they 
were over-crowded, the 
people liked and 
preferred to live in close 
contact with their friends. 

Neil accepts that much 
of the bay has gone and 
cannot be the same again 
but he believes that some 
of the £15,000,000 
recently granted to south 
Wales for regeneration of 
“a deprived area” should 
be spent not only on 
roads and the like, but 
some spent on preserving 
what is left of the older 
buildings in the bay, such 
as the Coal Exchange, 
which has always been a 
centre-piece of Cardiff’s 
history. 

The vote of thanks 
was given by president 
Gwyn MacGuire.
